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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant in remarks received 20 April 2006 has 
been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues Sakurai's the lower and upper parts of layer 253 cannot function as the 
second and third films of the claimed invention for reasons having to do with unevenness and planarization. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. It's fully precedented that one layer can function as two components here wiring 108 as second 
film 1 14. Sakurai's layer 253 may be observed to be two layers, the upper portion over the lower portion. Since applicant has not 
bothered to distinguish the layers in question as to composition, thickness, or any other characteristic, Sakurai's layer suffices. Applicant 
has explained the reasons for the needs of the different layers. While examiner finds these interesting and will help him in the 
examination of the case, these reasons are not enumerated in the claim. It is reminded to applicant that the USPTO tasks the examiner 
with the unwaivable duty of interpreting the claims as broadly as reasonably possible. 

Examiner must give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation, MPEP §21 1 1 , "During patent examination, the pending claims must 
be 'given the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification.' Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the 
claims during prosecution and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted 
more broadly than is justified, In re Pratter, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969), In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 
1054-55, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997)." Also see In re Zletz, 13 USPQ 2d. 1320 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 
For the above reasons, the rejection above is deemed proper. . 
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
